Two days of bloody rioting in this 
French North African port claim ­ 
ed the lives of 21 Europeans and 
Moroccans and left 77 hurt. 
European and Moroccan mobs 
surged 
through 
the

quarter of the city for 12 violent 
hours yesterday before order was 
restored. 
European residents prepared to­ 
day to bury the victim s of a na­ 
tionalist terrorist bombing which 
touched off the outbreaks. French 
soldiers and police were braced to 
m eet any violence during the af­ 
ternoon funeral rites. 
Ten persons were injured fatally 
Thursday night when the bomb ex­ 
ploded in a crowded cafe section 
where Frenchm en were celebrat­ 
ing Bastille Day. 
Sentim ent in the European quar­ 
ter has been running "high against 
Gilbert G randval, the new French 
resident general in Morocco, who 
arrived from Paris eight days ago ed $5,000. 
with French Cabinet orders to ease 
the tight French adm inistration of 
the Morocco protectorate. 


CINCINNATI (JV-Judge John H. 
Druffel of U.S. D istrict Court has 
refused to reduce 
the 
five-year 
sentence he im posed on E. Melvin 
Hupman, convicted of lying when 
he said he was not a Communist. 
His attorney, M arshall Perlin of 
New York, sought the reduction 
yesterday. He contended Hupm an 
w'as a factory worker and not a 
fulltime union functionary. 
Hupm an, an officer in a Dayton 
local of the Independent Electrical 
Workers Union, had sworn on a 
Taft-H artley affidavit he was not 
a Red. 
Druffel said Hupman was a po­ 
tential traitor and saboteur. 
“ I regard Dayton as one of the 
most strategic cities in the United 
States,” the Judge said, m aintain­ 
ing that the people of the United 
States are entitled to proection 
from Communists. 
“ It is the feeling of the court 
today that the sentence was justi­ 
fied,” he said. 
Hupman was found guilty Jan. 
15, 1954, and started his prison 
term last month.

$150,000 Bond 
Issue Lined Up 
In Scioto Twp. 


A $150,000 school bond issue will 
be subm itted to Scioto Township 
voters at the N ovem ber election, 
according to an announcem ent to­ 
day by George McDowell, county 
superintendent of schools. 
The money, if approved, will be 
used for an addition to the elem en­ 
tary school building. This will in­ 
clude: six class room s, a shop, a 
general purpose room, a superin­ 
tendent’s 
office, 
a 
com bination 
health and clinic room and toilets. 
The addition will be the first 
to the Scioto Township School in 
25 to 30 years, according to Mc­ 
Dowell. 
McDowell said the Scioto Town­ 
ship school board turned down an 
alternative consideration for t h e 
school addition. This would have 
involved 
rem odeling the present 
gym into classroom s, at a cost of 
$8,000 to $12,000 per unit, and the 
construction of a new gym.

Profound Hope 


Historic Summit Talks 
M ay Find Solution To 
Cold W ar Problems 


GENEVA UP)—The heads of the 
Big Four governments journeyed 
toward Geneva 
today 
optimistic 
their historic summit talks would 
at least find methods and machin­ 
ery to solve the major cold war 
problems. 
This view was expressed spe­ 
cifically by President Eisenhow­ 
er and Soviet Premier Bulganin 
on the eve of their departure for 
the parley, which begins Mun­ 
day. Britain’s 
Prim e 
Minister 
Eden and high French sources 
also were optimistic. 
Eden, Eisenhower, Bulganin and 
French Premier Faure were due 
to arrive here before nightfalL 
As the stage was set 
for the 
talks, it appeared that 
all 
four 
powers were in 
agreement 
that 
the parley should deal primarily 
with procedure and methods and 
that 
good 
will 
might lay 
the 
groundwork for a stable peace. 
The talks are expected to last 
no longer than six days, although 
no 
firm 
agreement 
has 
been 
reached on an adjournment date. 
Before leaving the Soviet capital, 
Bulganin cautioned that it would 
be “ naive to believe that we shall 
be able to settle all outstanding 
issues at Geneva.”

“ IF THE MEMBERS of all the 
delegations show a spirit of good 
will,” he said, “ then we can map 
a way to peace, find a common 
language and lay the basis for aet* 
dement of these questions.” 
Eisenhower, in a report to Con­ 
gress, expressed hopes

Four talks will be able to identify 
the issues dividing the world and 
“develop methods to try to solve 
them.” 
Before taking off for Geneva last 
night, Eisenhower said in a TV- 
radio broadcast that there will be 
“no trouble’ with the men in the 
Kremlin if they really mean their 
words of “ conciliation and tolera­ 
tion and understanding.”

were of doubtful constitutionality. 
It wasn’t that the GOP majority 
was intent on flying into the face 
of the basic law of the state. It 
simply disagreed with Lausche’s 
interpretation of the proposed laws 
as they applied to the Constitu­ 
tion.

Wednesday was a hot, muggy 
day, even in the air-conditioned 
legislative chambers. A mountain 
of work faced the lawmakers in 
the 30 Lausche vetoes still pend- 
ng as they met. 
As the hours 
passed, the w'eary legislators want­ 
ed to go home; they had little 
stomach for perplexing constitu­ 
tional questions.

they

back on a traditional legislative 
phrase 
and 
went 
home. 
T h e 
phrase; 
“Let s override the vetoes and 
see what happens.” 
Take, for instance, a little bill 
which even Lausche favored, even 
though he vetoed it as unconstitu­ 
tional. 
It sets the pay of the Senate 
president pro tem and the speaker 
of the House at $7,500—just 50 per 
cent more than the newly estab­ 
lished salary of $5,000 a year for 
other Assembly members. 
Everyone 
in 
the 
Statehouse 
agreed the services of these two 
officials are worth every cent of 
the proposed increase, and prob­ 
ably more. But the governor said 
in his veto message; 
“However worthy the bill may 
be in seeking to provide a renu­ 
meration for the added responsi­ 
bilities . . . it is, in my opinion, 
unconstitutional. The basic law- of 
Ohio provides that the salaries of 
legislators must be equal. This bill 
departs from that requirement.’’ 
The Constitution says: 
“The members and officers of 
the General Assembly shall re­ 
ceive a fixed compensation, to be 
prescribed by law, and no other 
allowance or perquisites, either in 
payment of postage or otherwise; 
and no change in their compensa 
tion shall take effect during their 
term of office.” 
Sen. Ross 
Pennle *(R - Allen), 
sponsor of the bill, said this pro­ 
vision gives the Legislature the 
right to mass laws setons a dif­ 
ferent salary for its officers. 
But Sen. William IL Deddens (R- 
Hamilton), who raised the consti­ 
tutional question originally, points 
change in their compensation shall 
take effect during their term of 
office.”

House officers are not chosen for­ 
mally until their terms have be­ 
gun, he contends, a special salary 
schedule for them constitutes a sal­ 
ary change during their terms.

The Constitution says all laws 
must “apply equally all over the 
state. The question: Would an ex­ 
emption for out of-state vans con 
stitute inequality and jeopardize 
the whole truck tax law in the 
eyes of the courts? 
There also w'as the 
bill 
wdiich 
delegates to the State Board of Tax 
Appeals the power to set standards 
for real estate valuation 
for tax 
purposes. In his veto, Lausche ad­ 
monished: 
“ It is 
unquestioned

WHEN ALBERT EINSTEIN died last 


April, he was widely eulogized as among 
the handful of scientific immortals who 
had trod the earth (although there was 
able dissent), but that his great mind did 
not always function dependably when he at­ 
tempted to think problems through in oth­ 
er fields. He was regarded as an admirer

This is a good standard to apply to Ein­ 
stein’s utterance with the concurrence of 
eight other scientists (many w h o were 
asked refused to join), on the menace of 
nuclear weapons, released posthumously. 
“The arms race between the USA and 
the USSR, originally supposed to be a pre­ 
ventive measure, assumes hysterical char­ 
acteristics,” said Einstein. “ On both sides 
the means to mass destruction are p e r ­ 
fected with feverish haste behind the re­ 
spective walls of security.” Note there is 
no reference as to why the free world was 
forced to arm. 
“The H-bomb appears on the public hor­ 
izon,” he continued, “as a probable attain­ 
able goal. If successful, radioactive poison­ 
ing of the atmosphere, and hence annihi­ 
lation of any life on earth, has been brought 
within the range of technical possibilities. 
“The ghostlike character of this develop­ 
ment lies in its apparently compulsive 
trend. In the end there becoms more and 
more clearly general annihilation.” 
Einstein wrote that in 1950 following 
President Truman’s order directing t h e 
Atomic Energy Commission to continue 
work on the hydrogen bomb. The President 
acted on advices that the Russians were al­ 
ready working on the H-bomb. 
Just before he died, Einstein, whose dis­ 
coveries had contributed to nuclear weap­ 
ons, said he was waiting for the decisive 
moment when he would “ shout with all the 
strength I have left.” Obviously he was 
troubled by the free 
world’s 
defensive 
moves against communism. 


FA R M ER ’S FEA R S 
NEVER IN HISTORY have the experts 
been as wrong as they were in predicting 
that the farm vote on wheat controls would 
be close. Controls, many of them s a i d , 
would be tossed out the window. 
They were led astray, apparently, by the 
fact that controls requiring a two-thirds 
vote won last year by the slimmest margin 
up to that time. This year the quota-price 
support formula, promising only 76 instead 
of 82.5 per cent of parity, was approved by 
7.5 per cent of the growers. 
The trend of a year ago away from gov­ 
ernment subsidies in such states as Ohio, 
Illinois, Indiana and Michigan was re­ 
versed. The experts, baffled by the readi­ 
ness with which the farmer accepted a less 
attractive bargain than the old one and ap­ 
peared more ready to swallow the irrita­ 
tions of acreage restrictions and production 
penalties, now wonder if subsidy is to be­ 
come a habit with the farmer. The answer 
is that it already has become a habit. 
Observers are c o n v i n c e d the wheat 
growers made their decision in the last 
month. The farmer feels insecure. His 
profits have been shrinking during a gen­ 
eral business boom while wages have been 
rising steadily. Predictions that the things 
he buys will be increased in price because 
of GAW probably had as much to do as 
any recent development in swinging t h e 
farm vote to wheat controls. 


WEIRD REPORT 
REPORTS OF A strange shift in the bal­ 
ance of power between Soviet Russia and 
Red China have come out of Norway. Ac­ 
cording to a Norwegian newspaper regard­ 
ed as usually reliable and well informed, 
Peiping now dominates Moscow, instead of 
vice versa. 
As this intriguing report goes, Stalin in 
1950, resenting Mao Tse-tung’s rise in the 
world communist hierarchy to a p o i n t 
where he was challenging the old master, 
tried to poison him. Smuggled safely out of 
Russia, Mao is alleged to have gone to 
work with a vengeance to settle the score. 
There is no intimation that Stalin’s death 
resulted from Chinese intrigue, but there 
is considerable evidence to show that the 
Khrushchev regime came into being by the 
strong support of the Chinese. It is noted 
that Khrushchev and Bulganin made a pil­ 
grimage to Peiping last fall.

enough people. That mechanical rabbit is a 
stupid thing for a dog to chase, and Amer­ 
ican dogs are not stupid. Golf comes and 
goes as a sport, depending upon how much 
extra money one has on hand. Apparently 
it is an attractive sport even when a Pres­ 
ident prefers to play the piano. 
The prize-fights are becoming a televi­ 
sion attraction, although they still p a c k 
some halls. The point is that the fighters 
are not attractive personalities. There is 
nobody on hand like John L. Sullivan or 
Jim Corbett or Gene Tunney or even Joe 
Louis. The present gang simply do not stir 
men’s souls. 
Will a bull do better? It is hard to say 
from a strictly business standpoint. The 
humane societies will attack bull-fighting 
and will undoubtedly put private-eyes on 
the promoters to discover a scandal, such 
as feeding the bulls locoweed or some oth­ 
er concoction. 
It is a little difficult for me to under­ 
stand why the humane societies should 
care more for bulls than for humans. Why 
don’t they get after the prize-fighters who 
batter each other until they become idiots, 
although that surely did not happen to 
Gene Tunney or Jack Dempsey who seem 
to be endowed with as much brains as most 
and Gene, to my certain knowledge, with 
more than usual. Maybe fighting did these 
giants some good. 
The bull is an animal that produces very 
tough meat unless properly fed and cured. 
As a fighter, he makes a noise like Vishin 
sky and rushes about like John Foster 
Dulles. I am no judge of his fighting abil 
ity but it seems to me that anyone with 
such power ought to be able to stomp out 
any tiny human who stands up to him. I 
am told that the characters out of “Car­ 
men” lick the bull by great skill, which is 
a demonstration of mind over matter. But 
do bullfighters really have minds? If so, 
why do they not think out a better way of 
earning a living?

They are entrepreneurs, seeking to make a 
fast buck from a novelty. They will be join 
ed by real estate men who want to build 
arenas and by bankers who want to finance 
propositions and by concessionaires who 
look for new markets for hot dogs. 
So we shall have another pressure group, 
fixing local officials and underwriting elec­ 
tion campaigns and building up local sup­ 
port for favored candidates who will stand 
by the bull as the Prohibitionists were en- 
I couraged by the soft-drink gentry. And the 
humane societies will set up another pres­ 
sure group to fight the bull-fight people. 
And there will be Federal and State fi­ 
nanciers who will see a nfew source of taxes 
and they will get legislation through tax­ 
ing the bull as they tax everything else. 
And then there will be a Congressional in­ 
vestigation to discover monopoly and cor- 
j ruption and Frank Costello, who probably 
never saw a bull, will Be accused of own­ 
ing the entire business under an assumed 
name. And Estes Kefauver will be a candi­ 
date for the Presidency. 
So, let s stick to baseball.

NEW YORK Ut —■ Rising steel 
prices and a strike-squeezed short­ 
age of copper are putting m any 
m anufacturers in the middle today 
in dealing with their custom ers.

But the public is well aw are 
that there are plenty of such item s 
around and that good deals can be 
m ade with retailers in a highly 
com petitive m arket. It’s going to 
be hard to convince the public it 
m ust pay higher retail prices. 
An exam ple of that is at hand in 
a nonm etal field — gasoline. High­ 
er wage scales and recent upgrad­ 
ing of quality to meet com petition 


would normally lead to higher gas­ 
oline prices. But a leading eastern 
oil company is lowering its whole­ 
sale price now — that is, in ef­ 
fect, more than absorbing the high­ 
er production costs. 
The reason: An abundant supply 
of gasoline and keen rivalry for 
business among service stations 
has led to widespread price wars 
along the Eastern Seaboard. Oil 
companies have been giving dis­ 
counts to dealers. Now this oil 
company hopes to straighten out 
the mess, stop the discounting, 
end the price w ars by cutting its 
own wholesale price to the service 
stations. It is an example of what 
can happen when the consumer 
knows there is a buyer’s market. 
Makers of consum er goods using 
steel and copper are now studying 
what they can do in a somewhat 
sim ilar situation. The basic steel 
price has gone up about $7.50 a 
ton. Wage scales are being boosted 
again. The cost of making the 
countless item s that contain metal 
is going up. 
But in a m arket where the old- 
line retailers are already battling 
with the newer discount 
houses, 
where auto dealers with large in­ 
ventories are lurring potential cus­ 
tom ers away from rivals by liber­ 
al trade-ins and other concession^,
